In a village to the west of Progreso, between Progreso and Campeche, 
named Hunucma, smallpox is epidemic. There is little or no commu- 
nication between that village and Progreso. 

A few deaths are reported in Merida every week from yellow fever, 
and an occasional death is reported on the farms about the city.
